To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Newport,   qualified  to  vote  on 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.— To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years; 
to  elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

ARTICLE  2.— To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commis- 
sion for  three  years,  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents,  and 
Committees  necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its 
adoption  of  the  Town  Manager  Plan  as  prescribed  in  the  Revised 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  55,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.— To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass 
any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of 
the  Town  in  anticipation  of  Taxes,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.— To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to 
allow  on  1950  taxes  if  paid  on  or  before  July  15,  1950. 

ARTICLE  7.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  rescind  its  vote  at  the 
1949  Town  Meeting  instructing  the  Selectmen  to  renew  the 
$10,000.00  Richards  Library  note. 

ARTICLE  8.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town 
through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

ARTICLE     9.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  and  adopt  the 

recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropriate 

the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget, 

which  include  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations: 

(a)  To   see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

the  sum  of  $1045.48  provided  the  State  will  contribute  $4181.92 
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to  the  Town  to  be  used  for  T.R.A.  Roads,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  collection  of  garbage  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(c)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800.00  for  Blister  Rust  Control,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

(d)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $9,000.00  to  be  used  for  the  Carrie  F.  Wright  Hospital 
at  Newport,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(e)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $350.00  for  installation  of  a  fire  alarm  box  at  the  inter- 
section of  Maple  Street  and  Park  View,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

(f)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and/or  Town  Manager  to  purchase  a  truck  and  plow  for  use  of 
the  Water  and  Highway  Departments,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  such  purpose,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(g)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting 
the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town,  together 
with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region,  and 
pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(h)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,475.00  to  be  used  for  the  Richards  Free  Library, 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(i)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  employing  an  engineer  to 
make  a  general  survey  of  the  possibilities  for  an  adequate  and 
permanent  water  system  for  the  Village  of  North  Newport,  said 
engineer  to  make  a  report  and  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  not  later  than  January  1st,  1951. 

(j)  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Newport  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  employing  an 
engineer  to  make  a  general  survey  for  the  sewer  construction 
on  Newport  Heights  prior  to  the  actual  sewer  construction 
authorized  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  1949. 

(k)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  expendi- 
ture of  $2,500.00  for  construction  of  the  sewer  system  so  as  to 
include  the  residents  of  Newport  Heights,  so-called,  which  sum 
is  in  addition  to  the  amount  raised  for  said  purpose  at  the  Town 
Meeting  of  1949,  and  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Trea- 
surer  to   issue   notes   or   sewer   bonds   for  the    said   amount  of 


$2,500.00  as  obligations  against  the  Town.  Said  obligations  to 
be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer,  they  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  Said  sewer  serial 
notes  and/or  sewer  serial  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00  to 
be  issued  in  compliance  with  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(1)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  its  sewer  and 
water  lines  from  the  now  existing  systems  on  Winter  and  Sum- 
mer Streets  to  a  point  on  Summer  Street  opposite  the  proposed 
site  of  the  construction  for  the  new  hospital,  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  issue  serial  notes  or  serial 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $6,500.00  as  obligations  against  the 
Town.  Said  obligations  to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  Treasurer,  they  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be 
paid.  Said  sewer  and  water  serial  notes  and/or  sewer  and  water 
serial  bonds  to  be  issued  in  compliance  with  the  Laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  10.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its 
adoption  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Act,  so-called,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  11. —To  see  what  action  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of 
Newport  will  take  relative  to  a  study  of  lands  surrounding  Gilman 
Pond;  to  empower  the  Town  Manager  and  Selectmen  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  to  make  said  study;  said  members  of  committee 
to  be  from  those  citizens  who  are  familiar  with  our  water  system; 
said  committee  to  survey  or  have  surveyed  all  these  lands  sur- 
rounding the  pond;  to  post  in  some  public  place  a  draft  of  present 
lands  owned  and  not  owned  by  the  Town,  and  also  to  post  this 
drawing  in  the  electionhall  on  To^vn  Meeting  Day,  and  further  that 
this  committee  shall  bring  in  its  recommendations  at  the  March 
Meeting  of  1951  relative  to  acquistion  of  properties  surrounding 
said  Gilman  Pond,  and  that  motions  shall  be  prepared  and  present- 
ed by  them  pertaining  to  the  purchase  of  any  lands  so  recommend- 
ed by  this  committee;  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  for 
said  work  of  committee,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 
(This  article  is  not  recommended  in  the  Budget  and  no  appropria- 
tion therefor  is  included). 

ARTICLE  12.— To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  re- 
gard to  zoning  the  Town,  and  to  appoint  a  Zoning  Commission  con- 
formably to  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
Sections  50-71  inclusive  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  13. —To  see  what  action  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of 
New-port  will  take  relative  to  the  installation  of  parking  meters  in 
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in  the  business  areas  of  said  Town,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  14.— To  see  what  action  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of 
Newport  will  take  relative  to  the  construction  of  a  center  curb, 
running  from  the  traffic  post  near  the  Railroad  crossing,  Northerly 
to  the  watering  trough,  and  provided  that  this  meeting  act  favor- 
ably relative  to  the  installation  of  parking  meters,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  construction  of  said  curb, 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto.  (This  article  and  the  appro- 
priation of  $200.00  is  submitted  without  recommendations  of  the 
Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  15. —To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  292,  Laws  of  1949,  Sections  1-8  inclusive,  auth- 
orizing the  Selectmen  to  issue  licenses  to  conduct  games  of  Beano, 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  its  water 
lines  to  the  eight  houses  on  Summer  Street  Extension  at  the  same 
time  that  the  said  water  lines  are  provided  for  the  use  of  the  new 
hospital  to  be  constructed  on  Summer  Street,  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  issue  serial  notes  or  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $3,958.00  as  obligations  against  the  Town.  Said 
obligations  to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer, 
they  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  Said  water  serial 
notes  and/or  water  serial  bonds  to  be  issued  in  compliance  with 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto.  (This  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $3,958.00  is  sub- 
mitted without  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  17.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
propriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  veterans  service  office  and  the  employment  of  a  vete- 
rans service  officer  for  the  ensuing  year.  (This  article  is  not 
recommended  and  is  not  included  in  the  Budget  and  no  appropria- 
tion has  been  provided  therefor). 

ARTICLE  18.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  tar  the  road 
from  the  property  of  George  R.  Fowler  to  the  Claremont  Town  Line, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00 
for  such  purpose,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto.  (This 
article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,000.00  is  submitted  without 
recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  19.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  its  water 
lines  from  the  intersection  of  DeWalt  Avenue  and  Cheney  Street  to 
the  house  lots  laid  out  and  sold  in  Wilmarth  Park  and  instruct  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  issue  serial  notes  or  bonds  to 
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the  amount  of  $4,000.00  as  obligations  against  the  Town;  said 
obligations  to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer, 
they  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  Said  serial  notes 
and/or  serial  bonds  to  be  issued  in  compliance  with  the  Laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 
(This  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  is  submitted  with- 
out recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  20.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  repair  and  tar  the  road  leading 
from  Guild  Village  to  Paradise,  so-called,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto.  (This  article  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,000,00 
is  submitted  without  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  21.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  as 
a  public  highway  the  street  known  as  River  Street  fron  its  inter- 
section with  Main  Street,  Easterly  to  its  intersection  with  the 
Westerly  line  of  Laurel  Street,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.— To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  its  note  of 
$10,000.00  which  is  held  by  the  Richards  Library  and  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  issue  notes  or  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $10,000.00  as  obligations  against  the  Town.  Said  obliga- 
tions to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer,  they  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  Said  serial  notes  and/or 
serial  bonds  to  be  issued  in  compliance  with  the  Laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto.  (This 
article  and  an  appropriation  for  interest  to  become  due  hereunder 
is  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee). 

ARTICLE  23.— To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.  M. 
and  shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.  M.)

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

General  inspection  of  all  drug  and  grocery  stores,  hotels,  eat- 
ing places,  camps,  tourists  homes,  and  foster  homes  for  children, 
has  been  made  by  your  health  officer  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  John 
Peck,  State  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection. 

Repeated  inspections  have  been  made  of  barns  and  dairies 
of  producers  and  distributors  of  raw  milk.  Improvements  as  re- 
quested by  Mr.  Peck  and  myself  have  been  made  in  most  cases. 
It  is  the  request  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection  that  all 
requirements  made  by  them  be  met  before  local  milk  licenses 
can  be  issued. 

Although  an  epidemic  of  chickenpox,  German  measles,  and 
miamps,  has  been  prevalent  since  September,  very  few  cases  have 
been  reported  to  the  health  officer.  The  state  law  requires  that 
all  cases  of  contagious  disease  be  reported  to  him. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  local  ordinance  which  forbids 
the  dumping  of  rubbish  in  undesignated  places.  This  ordinance 
is  being  repeatedly  violated  and  citizens  are  asked  to  please 
make  use  of  the  town  dump  for  rubbish  disposal.

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REPORT  OF  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

The  Water  Department  submits  herewith  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1949,  in  form  as  prescribed  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission. 

The  Department  deeply  regrets  the  untimely  death  of  our  Super- 
intendent Frank  H.  Cram  who  has  served  us  capably  and  faithfully 
for  seven  years.    His  loss  will  be  felt  keenly  by  all  who  worked 
and  came  in  contact  with  him. 

During  the  year  main  line  extensions  were*  made  as  follows: 
882'  of  6"  pipe  on  the  Unity  Road  and  northerly  of  the  Golf  Club, 
also  329*  of  1%**  pipe  at  Pollard  Mills.  One  new  hydrant  was  in- 
stalled on  the  Golf  Club  Road. 

A  survey  of  houses  receiving  service  was  made  and  all  fix- 
tures checked. 

A  long  range  program  of  forest  cultivation  was  started  by 
planting  10,000  small  trees  at  Gilman  Pond  to  protect  our  water- 
shed. These  were  obtained  through  the  State  Forestry  Department. 

This  summer  the  reservoir  was  cleaned,  the  wire  fence  sur- 
rounding it  painted,  and  the  gate  house  repaired.  The  bridge  at  the 
pond  was  replanked  and  painted. 

In  December  the  main  line  to  Guild  was  successfully  cleaned 
as  far  as  the  Hawkhurst  farm.  This  was  a  major  undertaking  and 
was  the  first  time  that  the  cleaning  of  mains  has  been  done  local- 
ly. Previously  this  work  has    always  been  let    to  contract. 

Services  were  laid  to  twelve  additional  houses.

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TOWN  MANAGER'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

January  1,  1950,  brought  to  a  close  the  first  complete  year 
of  operation  under  the  town  manager  form  of  government  for  the 
Town  of  Newport.  It  also  marked  the  first  year  of  operation  under 
the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Budget  Law.  Both  plans  were  voted 
in  effect  at  the  1948  annual  town  meeting  and  continued  for  the 
year  of  1949. 

With  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  de- 
partment    heads,  and  citizens,  the  fiscal  year  has  been  brought  to 
a  close  within  the  financial  limits  as  prescribed  by  the  Budget 
Committee . 

The  department  records  contained  in  this  report  list  the  finan- 
cial aspect  of  the  year's  business  as  well  as  the  activity  of  each 
department.  A  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  various  accounts  are 
on  file  at  the  town  office  and  may  be  inspected  by  any  citizen 
and  information  concerning  them  gladly  given. 

The  town  has  realized  a  loss  by  the  deaths  of  two  valuable 
employees;  Joseph  Viger,  foreman  of  the  Cemetery  Department, 
and   Frank   Cram,   foreman  of  the  Water   and   Sewer  Departments. 

The  cemetery  position  has  been  very  capably  filled  by  Herbert 
Wright,  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  vacancy  in  the  other 
two  departments  has  not  yet  been  filled. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  Municipal 
Officers  for  their  splendid  support  given  me  during  this  last  year. 
I  also  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  employees  of  the  Town 
Offices,  and  all  other  town  employees  in  all  departments,  for  the 
valuable  assistance  they  have  so  faithfully  rendered,  also  the 
Budget  Committee  for  their  valuable  work  in  making  financial 
recommendations.  I  am  also  grateful  to  the  citizens  of  Newport  for 
their  constructive  criticisms  which  are  always  welcomed  by 
those  who  are  in  administrative  positions.  Without  the  cooperation 
of  all  of  the  officials  and  citizens  it  would  not  have  been  possible 
to  have  had  the  successful  year  we  have  had.

FOREST  FIRES  -  OUR  MOST  SHAMEFUL  WASTE 


Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are  careless  with 
it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in  and  near  woodlands.  Of- 
ficial figures  show  that  more  than  98  per  cent  of  all  forest  fires 
result  from  human  carelessness  and  can  be  prevented.  Conse- 
quently, we  may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste". 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and  their  effects 
far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy  the  raw  products  of  the  forests, 
the  protection  forests  provide  for  game  and  the  supply  of  ground 
water.  They  upset  local  economies  by  drawing  men  from  gainful 
employment  and  requiring  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  to  ex- 
tinguish them. 

Our  forest  fire  organization  is  doing  a  good  job  in  keeping 
the  size  of  fires  small  but  the  number  of  fires  is  increasing.  In 
1949  there  were  100  more  fires  in  New  Hampshire  than  in  1948, 
but  they  burned  500  acres  less.  For  the  warden  and  his  deputies 
to  do  the  job  they  are  capable  of  they  must  have  the  cooperation 
of  the  public  -  YOU! 

The  primary  objective  of  all  fire  fighters  is  PREVENTION  — 
fire  stoppage.  This  is  the  goal  toward  which  your  local  forest 
fire  warden  and  his  deputies  are  constantly  working.  It  can  be 
achieved  ONLY  if  YOU  and  YOU  cooperate  with  them.  It  is 
worth  YOUR  effort  and  can  be  accomplished  by: 

1.  Being    careful   with   fire    in   or   near   woodland,    being  par- 
ticularly careful  with  matches  and  cigarettes. 

2.  Securing  the  required  WRITTEN  PERMIT  from  the  warden 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

3.  Insisting   that   others   be   careful  and   comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

4.  Calling    the    warden    promptly   when   fire    is     detected  and 
aiding  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Let's  reduce  the  number  of  forest  fires  and  eliminate  our  most 
shameful  waste.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Newport  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supt.  of  Schools. 

HOUSING 

The  completion  of  six  additional  classrooms  at  the  Richards 
Annex  has  materially  improved  the  housing  problem  over  other 
years.  Class  size  in  the  first  six  grades  does  not  exceed  thirty- 
five  (This  is  considered  the  maximum  class  size  —  with  25  to  30 
the  desirable  number).  For  years,  some  of  these  elementary  grades 
contained  45  to  50  pupils  per  teacher.  Although  most  of  these 
classes  have  reached  the  national  maximum  figures,  this  reduc- 
tion over  previous  years  should  result  in  better  instruction,  more 
individual  attention,  and  a  chance  for  each  pupil  to  get  a  better 
educational  background  in  this  all-important  stage  of  the  educa- 
tional process. 

The  classes  in  Grade  7  and  8  still  remain  over  crowded- 
running  40  or  more  to  the  division.  Few  will  dispute  that  the  most 
effective  work  cannot  be  done  with  such  large  groups.  However, 
we  are  limited  both  as  to  room  and  personnel.  The  teachers  of 
home  economics  and  manual  training  carry  on  work  in  both  Grades 
7  —  8  and  the  High  School.  They  now  carry  full  programs  and 
any  reduction  in  class  size  in  Grades  7  —  8  would  require  ad- 
ditional personnel  in  both  these  specialized  fields. 

TEACHERS 
The  supply  of  teachers  at  the  high  school  level  is  much  great- 
er and  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  fields  —  such  as  home 
economics  and  commerce  —  does  not  constitute  a  real  problem. 

The  supply  of  elementary  teachers  is  quite  a  different  matter. 
We  are  faced  with  a  serious  shortage  of  lower  grade  teachers. 
With  increased  enrollments  in  these  grades  and  still  an  insuf- 
ficient number  of  people  in  the  colleges  taking  elementary  work, 
this  situation  is  likely  to  continue  for  many  years. 

If  we  expect  to  get  good  elementary  teachers  in  our  schools, 
each  of  us  should  urge  young  people  desiring  to  teach,  to  train 
at  this  level.  Employment  opportunities  will  be  much  better  for 
grade  positions  than  for  high  school. 

Locally,  we  had  somewhat  of  a  record  in  the  small  turn-over 
in  the  staff.  Only  one  teacher  failed  to  return.  An  additional 
teacher  was  employed  in  Grade  5  and  also  a  supervisor  for  girl's 
physical    education.     This   provides   trained  personnel  for   girl's 
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physical  education  classes  as  well  as  a  coach  for  girl's  varsity 
sports  (field  hockey,  basketball,  soft  ball).  Mrs.  Grace  Scranton 
was  appointed  Asst.  Principal  of  the  Richards  Annex. 

Experienced  teachers  are  an  asset  to  any  school  system.  Our 
salary  schedule  has  enabled  us  to  hold  qualified  teachers;  where- 
as, many  times  in  the  past  we  have  lost  teachers  to  other  com- 
munities willing  to  pay  higher  salaries  to  those  who  had  gained 
theirexperience  elsewhere. 

In  education,  it  takes  years  to  measure  the  effectiveness  of 
teaching  —  but  in  the  long  run  experienced  teaching  personnel 
should  prove  a  sound  investment  for  Newport's  youth.

The  increase  in  tuition  rates  for  next  year  comes  as  a. result  of 
an  Act  of  the  1949  Legislature  permitting  receiving  districts  to 
charge  on  the  basis  of  their  Cost  of  Operation  rather  than  on  the 
Cost  of  Instruction  as  has  been  the  case  heretofore. 

IN-SERVICE  TRAINING 
Dr.  Anna  Philbrook,  Director  of  the  N.  H.  Child  Guidance 
Clinic,  conducted  a  course  in  Mental  Hygiene  through  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  Extension  Service.  The  course  was 
held  in  Newport  during  the  first  semester.  It  attracted  social 
workers,  clergymen  and  housewives  as  well  as  teachers.  Some 
eighteen  Newport  teachers  were  enrolled. 

MILK  PROGRAM 
We  are  again  participating  in  the  Federal  Milk  Program.  An 
average  of  105  at  the  Primary  and  Guild. Schools  and  120  at  the 
Richards  Schools  have  come  under  the  plan.  Through  generous 
donations  from  the  Lions  and  Rotary,  it  has  been  possible  to  pro- 
vide free  milk  to  about  40  youngsters  who  in  the  judgement  of  the 
teachers  and  nurse  were  in  need  of  it. 

MUSIC 
The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from  the  report  of  Joseph 
S.  Heme,  Supervisor  of  Music: 

"During  the  past  year,  I  visited  and  taught  grades  one  through 
eight,  once  each  week,  working  to  help  children  secure  singing 
voices,  develop  rythmic  responses,  and  develop  an  interest  in, 
and  love  of  good  music. 
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We  expanded  and  increased  the  instrumental  program.  We  had 
rythm  bands  in  grades  one  and  two,  introduced  melody  instruments 
in  grade  three  with  Song  Flutes,  and  instrumental  lessons  from 
grades  4  through  twelve.  There  are  approximately  70  students 
taking  instrumental  lessons  through  the  school,  necessitating 
services  of  three  instructors  one  day  a  week.  I  give  lessons  on 
stringed  instruments  free  of  charge  and  there  are  nine  students 
receiving  lessons. 

The  Newport  School  Band  rehearses  two  evenings  a  week  for 
one  hour  and  a  half  each.  The  Towle  High  Glee  Club  holds  four 
rehearsals  weekly,  during  school  hours,  totaling  one  hour  and 
twenty  minutes.  This  fall,  we  started  an  Elementary  School 
Orchestra  which  rehearses  for  a  half  hour  each  week.  We  also 
have  a  Junior  High  School  Glee  Club  which  rehearses  for  forty 
minutes  a  week. 

These  organizations  present  an  annual  Christmas  Concert, 
Junior  High  School  Operetta  and  the  Spring  "Pop"  Concert.  Our 
Band  provides  music  for  Athletic  events,  plays,  graduation  and 
other  community  events.  This  year  the  Band  and  the  High  School 
Glee  Club  are  combining  with  other  schools  to  present  joint  con- 
certs. 

As  in  other  years,  a  six-week  Band  School  was  held  last  sum- 
mer for  those  who  wished  to  continue  their  music  studies  during 
vacation. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  princi- 
pals and  teachers,  and  also  the  parents  for  their  support  of  and 
the  interest  shown  in  the  school  music  program."

A  small  room  in  the  main  building  previously  used  as  a 
classroom  was  converted  into  a  Teachers'  Room. 

The  play  area  at  the  rear  of  the  building  leveled  a  year 
ago  was  seeded.  (The  heavy  use  given  this  playground  by 
about  575  children  has  shown  that  it  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  keep  grass  on  a  heavily-used  play  area). 

TRANSPORTATION 
This    year— to   prevent  over   crowding— the  Kelleyville   run  was 
extended  over  Whitcher  Road.  Formerly  Whitcher  Road  had  been  a 
part  of  the  Unity  Road  route. 

The  North  Newport  route  now  goes  via  Oak  Street  one  way  and 
returns  by  the  Airport.  This  gives  better  service  to  those  children 
living  in  the  "Pine-Hill"  section.  With  the  closing  of  the  North 
Newport  school,  we  are  now  carrying  the  pupils  from  that  area  in 
Grades  1-4.  No  extra  bus  was  needed  as  we  have  transported 
Grades  5-8  for  many  years. 

High  school  students  are  being  transported  this  year  on  the 
routes  that  are  not  over-crowded.  It  is  hoped  that  we  will  be  able 
to  continue  this  service. 

During  the  school  year  1948-1949,  the  fleet  of  four  District- 
owned    buses    traveled    a    total   of   24,630   miles.    This    is   broken

KELLEYVILLE  SCHOOL 
Pursuant  to  the  vote  passed  by  the  District  at  the  1949  Annual 
Meeting,    the    Kelleyville    School   was   sold   at  public    auction   on 
July  2,   1949  to  Charles  M.  Barton  for  $1,075.  The  proceeds  of  the 
sale  went  into  the  Wheeler  Building  Fund. 

LOSS  OF  STATE  AID 
The  cut  of  $1,600,000  in  state  aid  funds  was  a  serious  blow  to 
New  Hampshire  education.  Newport  had  received  $23,180.77  an- 
nually; whereas  this  year  we  received  nothing.  Obviously  this 
action  places  a  much  heavier  tax  load  on  local  communities  and 
the  real  estate  tax.  Communities  differ  in  their  ability  to  support 
education.  The  present  method  of  school-support  places  a  burden 
on  those  towns  with  a  large  number  of  pupils  and  a  relatively 
small  amount  of  taxable  resources. 

It  seems  likely  that  before  too  long  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, in  their  demand  for  better  schools  for  their  children,  will 
cause  state  aid  funds  to  be  restored  as  a  means  of  providing  ade- 
quate support  in  a  more  equitable  manner  than  at  present. 

WHEELER  GYMNASIUM 
The  construction  and  completion  of  the  George  B.  Wheeler  Gym- 
nasium as  an  addition  to  Towle  High  School  marks  another  step  in 
the  physical  plant  of  the  Newport  School  System.  This  unit  will 
provide  a  place  to  carry  on  a  comprehensive  program  of  health  and 
physical  education  for  both  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  its  use  for 
athletic  practice  and  competition.  All  students  from  grades  7 
through  12,  unless  excused  by  a  doctor,  will  participate  in  this 
program  as  a  regular  part  of  the  school  curriculum. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Wheeler  Gymnasium,  the  Newport 
School  District  has  expended  approximately  $276,000  on  capital 
improvement  of  buildings  since  1948.  This  has  been  financed  by 
Bond  Issues  amounting  to  $98,000.  The  balance  for  the  building 
projects  has  come  from  monies  left  to  the  District  by  the  late 
George  B.  Wheeler.  His  generosity  toward  the  schools  and  the 
town  should  be  fully  appreciated  by  all. 
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CONCLUSION 
The    work   of  the   schools  touches  many  phases  of  community 
activity.    It    is   my   hope   that   our   accomplishments   will   be   such 
as   to   merit   the   continued   interest   and  generous   support   of  the 
citizens  of  Newport.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


Modified  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  gymnasium  at  Towle 
High  School  were  approved  on  March  24,  1949.  The  plans  pro- 
vided for  a  gymnasium,  boys  and  girls  locker  and  shower  rooms, 
physical  directors  offices,  lobbies,  public  toilets  and  one  class- 
rooms. 

The  contract  for  construction  of  the  gymnasium  addition  was 
awarded  to  Donald  D.  Snyder  &  Son,  Inc.  of  Gardner,  Massachu- 
setts. 

The  final  plans  called  for  erection  four  feet  above  the  original 
plan  in  view  of  the  fact  that  tests  showed  a  moist  soil  condition 
at  the  lower  level. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  will  be  approximately  $152,000. 

Dedication  exercises  of  the  George  B.  Wheeler  Gymnasium 
were  held  on  January  16,  1950.

The  following  items  may  prove  of  interest  to  the  general  public 
and  also  as  a  matter  of  record: 

1.  Academic  Curriculum  Changes 

As  a  result  of  analytical  studies  made  with  the  results  of  our 
testing  program,  certain  aspects  of  our  teaching  are  being  chang- 
ed. We  have  found  thet  certain  areas  of  learning  are  losing  their 
significance  while  others  are  taking  on  a  growing  importance. 
Accordingly,  greater  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  more 
obvious  needs  through  revision  of  the  project  and  unit  studies 
and  by  utilizing  many  new  materials  that  are  now  available.  (See 
Test  Results  Table  VI.) 

2.  The  Physical  Education  Program. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  gymnasium  we  now  are  able  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Newport  to  offer  a  complete  physi- 
cal education  program.  This  is  being  done  for  all  students  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve,  each  student  having  two  periods  per 
week  in  the  physical  education  classes.  With  the  folding  partition 
in  place  boys  and  girls  classes  are  conducted  simultaneously, 
each  group  using  one-half  of  the  total  available  area.  The  activi- 
ties for  giris  include:  posture,  marching,  calisthenics,  volley  ball, 
stunts,  tumbling,  folk  dancing,  and  fundamentals  of  basketball  and 
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softball,  and  for  the  boys:  calisthenics,  volley  ball,  stunts  and 
tumbling,  apparatus  drills  (rope  climbing,  flying  rings,  parallel 
bars,  horizontal  bars,  gym  horse  and  Indian  clubs),  boxing,  wrestl- 
ing and  fundamentals  of  basketball.  Physical  proficiency  tests 
are  given  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  and  periodic  re-checks 
will  be  made. 

This  program  is  a  part  of  the  regular  school  curriculum  and 
credit  is  given  for  participation  therein.  A  cumulative  record  of 
each  individual's  physical  prowess  and  development  is  kept.  The 
same  athletic  activities  defined  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  are 
still  in  force  as  an  extra  curricula  program. 

3.  Educational  and  Vocational  Guidance. 

For  the  third  successive  year  we  have  employed  the  Boston 
University  Occupational  Inventory  tests.  By  means  of  a  series  of 
group  and  individual  conferences  each  student  is  made  acquainted 
with  the  occupations  which  his  interests  indicate  as  being  suit- 
able for  him.  On  the  basis  of  this  information  students  have  an 
opportunity  to  select  a  course  of  study  which  will  directly  prepare 
them  for  proper  occupation  pursuit  and  to  a  considerable  degree 
these  tests  have  eliminated  the  tragedies  of  misplacement  in 
career  selection.  The  principal  fault  with  the  present  procedure 
lies  in  the  fact  that  not  enough  vocational  guidance  is  being  given 
in  the  earlier  years  of  High  School.  A  broader  vocational  guidance 
program  could  mean  more  intelligent  educational  guidance,  but  it 
cannot  be  achieved  with  the  present  teaching  staff.  Teachers  and 
administrators  are  now  carrying  maximum  loads  and  furthermore, 
work  of  this  nature  requires  a  high    degree  of  skill  and  training. 

With  the  completion  of  the  recent  building  program  it  might  seem 
to  many  that  we  have  discharged  our  obligations  to  the  young  peo- 
ple in  this  town  insofar  as  providing  adequate  school  facilities  is 
concerned.  This,  however,  is  not  the  case.  Two  years  ago  when 
we  talked  of  the  erection  of  the  gymnasium  it  was,  in  my  opinion, 
the  first  step  that  needed  to  be  taken.  The  next  step  which  is  also 
of  great  importance  to  our  high  school  students  should  include  the 
erection  of  vocational  shops  and  adequate  Home  Economics  labora- 
tories. While  preliminary  plans  have  already  been  sketched  for 
these  facilities,  I  believe  that  studies  should  be  made  now  so  that 
these  plans  may  be  refined  and  be  made  ready  for  the  community 
to  act  upon. 

The  student  body,  faculty  and  parents  have  all  been  highly  co- 
operative in  making  our  educational  efforts  worthwhile  and  I  wish 
to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  valued  interest.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  nurse. 

During  this  past  year  we  have  had  the  uausi  amount  of  colds, 
headaches  and  first  aids. 

In  the  spring  we  had  an  epidemic  of  Mumps  and  early  this 
winter,  an  epidemic  of  Chicken  Pox. 

In  April  and  May,  Toxoid  Clinics  were  held  for  children  under 
eight  years  of  age  at  the  Town  Hall,  a  service  rendered  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

Posture  classes  were  arranged  for  the  girls  and  boys  of  grades 
six,  seven  and  eight  and  were  held  at  the  Richards  School  under 
the  supervision  of  Coach  Barry  during  the  Spring. 

In  March,  some  Student  Nurses  from  New  Hampshire  State  Hos- 
pital came  to  talk  to  the  girls  of  Towle  and  the  Richards  School 
interested  in  a  school  of  nursing. 

The  children  have  attended  Tuberculosis  Clinics  and  Child 
Guidance  Clinics. 

In  May  a  Pre-School  Clinic  was  carried  on  for  registration  of 
children  coming  to  school  for  the  first  time.  It  was  sponsored  by 
the  P.  T.  A.  Dr.  Roe  and  Dr.  Weigle  did  a  Physical  examination 
on  each  child.  Also,  a  vision  test  was  given  each  child.  The  par- 
ents of  those  children  who  failed  the  test  were  given  the  advice 
to  have  corrections  made  before  the  children  entered  school. 

This  year  we  seem  to  have  more  children  carrying  lunches  to 
school  and  there  is  more  need  for  a  hot  lunch  program. 

With  the  usual  assistance  from  the  Red  Cross,  we  are  having  a 
dental  program  of  the  Fluorine  Treatment  to  the  teeth  of  the  child- 
ren in  grades  one,  four  and  eight.  Dr.  Keane  is  giving  the  treat- 
ment. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  thank  all  citizens  and  organiza- 
tions for  their  support  and  financial  aid,  and  to  Mr.  Flint  the 
teachers  and  the  parents  of  the  children  for  their  cooperation.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  New- 
port, in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dis- 
trict on  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  1950,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article      1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article     2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

Article     4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article     7.   To   choose    Agents,    Auditors   and  Committees   in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  sta- 
tutory obligations  of  the  districts,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other  in- 
come; the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  bal- 
ance is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  alterations,  enlargements  and  improvements 
to  the  Central  Building,  so-called,  to  provide  a  school  bus  garage 
and  Superintendent's  offices,  and  for  the  purchase  of  any  nec- 
essary new  equipment  therefor,  and  further  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  agreement  and  con- 
tracts as  may  be  required  in  connection  with  the  same,  and  pass 
any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise,  appropriate 
and  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations,  enlargements  and  improve- 
ments to  the  Central  Building,  so-called,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
any  necessary  new  equipment  therefor,  and  for  this  purpose  to  au- 
thorize the  School  Board  to  issue  obligations  of  the  Newport 
School  District  in  the  form  of  serial  notes  or  bonds,  payable  exclu- 
sively from  funds  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  and  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the 
notes  or  bonds  shall  be  issued;  said  serial  notes  or  bonds  to  be 
signed  by  the  School  Board  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  the  School 
Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes  of  New  Hampshire  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  there- 
to. (This  item  is  not  included  in  the  budget  with  a  suggested  ap- 
propriation.) 

Article    11.    To    transact    any   other   business   that   may   legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
